Through  the  generosity  of  Charles  M.  Lea,  a  first  prize  of  three 
hundred  dollars  and  a  second  prize  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  will  be  awarded  respectively  to  the  best  and  second  best 
drawings  in  the  exhibition.  The  Jury  of  Artists  will  make  the 
award  and  may  withhold  either  or  both  prizes,  if  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  no  drawing  is  of  sufficient  merit.  Drawings  eligible  for 
competition  must  deal  with  the  human  figure  either  singly  or  in 
composition,  and  be  executed  in  black  and  white  by  pen,  pen¬ 
cil  or  hard  crayon  but  not  in  chalk  or  charcoal,  and  the  awards 
to  be  based  upon  the  precision,  accuracy  of  delineation,  pro¬ 
portion,  detail,  simplicity  and  picture  quality. 

THE  PHILADELPHIA  WATER  COLOR 
PRIZE 

A  prize  of  two  hundred  dollars,  known  as  the  Philadelphia 
Water  Color  Prize,  is  offered  this  year  by  friends  of  Water 
Color  Painting.  This  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  American 
Artist  or  Resident  Foreign  Artist  showing  the  strongest  Water 
Color  or  group  of  Water  Colors  in  the  Exhibition.  The  Jury 
of  Artists  will  make  the  award,  but  may  withhold  the  prize  if, 
in  their  judgment,  no  work  is  of  sufficient  merit.  The  prize 
has  been  previously  awarded  to  Alice  Schille. 

THE  BECK  PRIZE

of  One  Hundred  Dollars  is  awarded  this  year  for  the  tenth 
time  to  the  best  work  in  this  exhibition,  which  has  been 
reproduced  in  color.
